Cash-hit Northants County 
Council is splashing out thousands 
of pounds of taxpayers money on 
speed cameras on our roads - even 
though they are switched off. 

The Northants Herald & Post has 
discovered in a Freedom of 
Information request that £5,000 is 
being spent every year on the coun¬ 
ty’s 47 fixed speed cameras. 

The money - which has totalled 
£25,000 since the cameras were 
turned off in 2011 - is being used to 
carry out a programme of 
‘maintenance and moni¬ 
toring’ inspections. 

The council is keeping 
the cameras as a ‘deter¬ 
rent factor’ - as it 
believes they still stop 
drivers from speeding. 

However, the opposi¬ 
tion Labour group on 
the Tory-controlled 
council - which plans to 
make around £80 million of 
cuts this year - has described the 
news as ‘utterly bizarre’. 

Labour’s Shadow Cabinet 


Member for the Environment, 
Development & Transport, Cllr Liz 
Coombe, said: “I really do find this 
kind of expenditure completely 
astonishing at a time when our fire 
service is facing cuts of half a mil¬ 
lion pounds. 

“We know money is tight due to 
the Government cutting local 
authority funding to the bone. The 
Tory administration at County Hall 
is having to find savings of over 
£84m next year. Given this, 
shouldn’t Tory councillors be 
counting every penny and not 
squandering taxpayers’ cash on 
this kind of thing?” 

A spokesperson for 
the county council 
said: “From a cost effec¬ 
tive perspective they 
are the cheapest speed 
deterrent measure 
amongst our interven¬ 
tions. They are not 
deemed to be a redun¬ 
dant structure but an 
effective reminder to 
careful and competent driv¬ 
ers regarding speed management, 
in much the same way as any other 
warning sign.” ■ More on p5. 




Cop charged with rape of teenage girl 


A Northants Police officer has been 
charged with the rape of a teenager. 

PC Declan Gabriel, a local response 
officer, has been charged with one 
count of rape and two charges of sexual 
assault on a girl, aged 17, on September 
21,2015. 

Gabriel, aged 26, has also been 


charged with misconduct in a public 
office on the same date. 

The officer has been suspended from 
duty and will remain so until the end of 
court proceedings. 

He will appear at Kettering 
Magistrates Court on March 30. 

Gabriel made front page news in 


February last year when he saved a 
baby girl’s life in Kinglsey, Northampton. 

The officer had been attending a near¬ 
by burglary when the baby’s mum 
screamed for help. Gabriel found the 
baby choking, carried out first aid and 
took her to hospital, where she made a 
full recovery.

Big gulf in approach 
to how we tackle 
our cultural future 


I went to the Cultural Question Time at 
the Errol Flynn Cinema in Northampton 
last week. 

The panel was chaired by Radio 4 stal¬ 
wart Libby Purves and was made up of 
chair of Arts Council England, Sir Peter 
Bazalgette, award-winning playwright 
Roy Williams, and Royal & Derngate’s 
artistic director James Dacre, Catherine 
Hemelryk, artistic director of NN 
Contemporary Art and Jo Lappin, chief 
executive of Northamptonshire 
Enterprise Partnership. 

It was quite an impressive mix of local 
and national talent assembled to dis¬ 
cuss the motion: “What should the cul¬ 
tural and creative sector be prioritising 
in order to thrive?” 

Libby started everyone off by asking 
them to discuss the idea of ‘risk’. 

Rightly, everyone came at it from their 
own angle with their own definition of 
it. 

A wave of detail washed over the audi¬ 
ence as individual projects were men¬ 
tioned, balance was mentioned -1 can’t

say for sure whether anyone made refer¬ 
ence to “learning to fail well” or “not 
fearing to fail”- but they would have 
done eventually. 

The main question up for discussion is 
an interesting one for Northampton. It 
is THE question for Northampton. 

The town centre is going to change 
dramatically over the next few years. It’s 
a key opportunity for the cultural and 
creative sector to stake a claim in peo¬ 
ple’s lives. Literally: what should they do 
next? 

But the Cultural Question Time 
seemed to be occupying the airspace 
above all this, discussing the big princi¬ 
ples of running an arts scene outside 
London. 

Interestingly my next stop was a meet¬ 
ing of Northampton Arts Lab (they’re on 
Facebook), unfunded and unafraid, 
cooking up some cool stuff to their own 
recipe. It’s very grassroots but the future 
looks bright. 

What a gulf between them and the 
cultural power brokers at the Question 
Time. How can Northampton fill that 
gap? That seems an interesting question 
to me...

A Northampton fish and 
chip shop is serving up 
battered Creme Eggs 
this Easter, but a county 
chippy is going one bet¬ 
ter - by offering to deep 
fry anything customers 
want.

Mind games with Minecraft 


Lawrence John learns how 
Minecraft is a new educational 
tool for pupils at Lings Primary 



One Northamptonshire 
school is aiming to ‘take the 
roof off when it comes to 
learning. 

Lings Primary School in 
Northampton has not just 
taken a different mind set to 
education but is building a 
new bright new future in 
Minecraft, which is best 
described as a virtual kind 
of Lego. 

The headteacher, Leigh 
Wolmarans, was so inspired 
when he visited the 
Minecon convention in 
2015, he had a light bulb 
moment, when he saw this 
as being an important tool 
in how children learn. 

He knew technology and 
in particular the skills 
which are used in Minecraft 
could be vital in improving 
how his pupils learnt. 

He said: “What I saw at 
Minecon blew my mind. I 
saw how this deep learning 
could be involved in educa¬ 
tion and brought it into the 
classroom. 

“This is not about playing 
games in class, this is about 


learning and a great way of 
getting concepts and mak¬ 
ing them real. 

“We are in danger of peo¬ 
ple seeing test, test, test - 
while it is completely differ¬ 
ent as a result of Minecraft. 

“This is helping the chil¬ 
dren become creative solv¬ 
ers. It’s a genuine learning 
technique” 

The skill of creative solv¬ 
ing things is considered as 
very important by Mr 
Wolmarans.This is the type 
of skill future employers 
will want from their 
employees, and even at this 
young age these children 
are taking their first steps in 
building up and improving 
their skills. 

He cited NASA, Microsoft 
and Apple as examples of 
typical large organisations 
who use creative problem 
solving. 

Mr Wolmarans believes 
this greater emphasis on 
computer science-based 
teaching is making a real 
difference to the school life 
of his pupils. 


His school is one of 400 
Microsoft Showcase Schools 
receiving the company’s 
support in using technology 
to transform and modernise 
learning for children 

He said: “I think this is all 
about being creative and 
being creative in order to 
solve a problem. 

“This flexibility helps 
when it comes to problem 
solving and you can do this 
through Minecraft. 

“What the children do in 
Minecraft is build worlds, 
tear them down and build 
them again - but this time 
better. 

“This is the type of people 
Apple or Microsoft will be 


looking for, and we have 
these children who are aged 
10 years old and doing it 
now. 

“It is all about being crea¬ 
tive and this is giving them 
the chance to realise their 
full potential.” 

For the children at Lings 
Primary School this addi¬ 
tional way of learning has 
opened up a Pandora’s box 
of new educational tools. 

Mr Wolmarans added: 
“This is what you can do 
with this, and this is open¬ 
ing our children’s eyes to 
the exceptional opportuni¬ 
ties. 

“They can now link this 
technology with learning 


and can build on it when 
they come to school. 

“We can create things in 
Minecraft like an environ¬ 
mental area, and then go 
outside and get our hands 
dirty and build it for real. 

“Technology shows them 
there is a way they can 
learn, and one of those ways 
is knowing when to pick 
technology up and when to 
put it down.” 

At the moment Lings 
Primary School is working 
with the Royal Shakespeare 
Company to create dream 
worlds such as Midsummer 
Night’s Dream in Minecraft. 
Education is very much 21st 
century at Lings.

Turned off speed 
cams’ £5,000 bill

Speed cameras across 
Northants have been 
switched off for the past five 
years - but they are still cost¬ 
ing taxpayers thousands of 
pounds a year, the H&P has 
discovered. 

The newspaper found in a 
Freedom of Information 
request last month that there 
are no plans to turn any of the 
47 fixed speed cameras back 
on, following the decision to 
switch them off in 2011. 

But despite the cameras no 
longer being in service, 
Northants County Council is 


continuing to carry out main¬ 
tenance on them every year. 

And the cost of this pro¬ 
gramme totals £5,000 annu¬ 
ally. 

Detailing the work that is 
carried out on the cameras, 
the local authority said: “The 
camera housings are main¬ 
tained and monitored (except 
those on Highways England 
trunk roads) during a pro¬ 
gramme of inspections to 
make sure that they are clean, 
free from graffiti etc, and in a 
safe condition. 

“We have retained the struc¬ 
tures in place and continue to 
face them strategically 


towards the carriageway in 
order to take advantage of 
their significant deterrent fac¬ 
tor to speeding motorists and 
consequent positive effect on 
driver behaviour. 

“The sites are also continu¬ 
ously analysed in terms of 
collision rates but there is no 
evidence to suggest that 
decommissioning cameras in 
Northants has contributed to 
any rise in collisions or road 
death numbers.” 

The cameras were turned off 
in 2011 after the £1 million-a- 
year funding from the coun¬ 
ty’s ‘Casualty Reduction 
Partnership’ was withdrawn.

A bungling thug dubbed 
‘the penguin’ for his dis¬ 
tinctive waddling walk is 
one of a gang who tried to 
hack their way into a 
Northants house using 
machetes. 

Terrifying CCTV foot¬ 
age has emerged showing 
the moment the four yobs 
attacked the house in 
Hardwick Road, 

Wellingborough, on 
February 9, at 9.30pm. 

The gang, led by a man 
with a distinctive, pen- 
guin-like walk, is seen 
walking up to the front 
door of the property 
before taking it in turns 


to smash the door with 
their weapons. 

After failing to break in 
the man with the bizarre 
walk then trips over one 
of his friends and falls flat 
onto the floor. 

The red-faced gang then 
walked off down the 
driveway empty handed. 

But although they 
would have hoped to for¬ 
get the night, the owner 
of the house had other 
ideas. 

CCTV footage of what 
happened was uploaded 
onto Facebook page 
‘Wellingborough 
Crimewatch’, and it has 
since gone viral - being 
viewed over 100,000 
times. 


Among the comments 
underneath the video 
were many which made 
fun of the ‘penguin walk’. 

But Jane Norris said: 
“Whilst this admittedly 
looks like a comedy 
sketch, it’s actually really 
serious and they weren’t 
carrying machetes for 
fun. David Brickwood 
was murdered by intrud¬ 
ers in Northampton not 
long ago. If the funny 
walk isn’t put on it should 
be pretty easy for them to 
be caught. I hope they are 
before they strike again 
with tragic consequenc¬ 
es.” 

Northants Police is 
investigating the inci¬ 
dent. 


Three courts in county closing down 


Three courts in Northamp¬ 
tonshire are to close down, 
the Government has 
announced. 

The magistrates courts 
in Corby and Kettering 
{pictured), and Kettering 
County Court, are among 86 
courts across the country 
which the Government is 
shutting down. 

The move, announced last 
Thursday by the Ministry of 
Justice, is part of modernisa¬ 
tion plans, which aim to 
reduce the £500m annual 
cost of the courts estate. 

When the proposal to do 
away with the courts was 
made last year, ministers 
said 48 per cent of court 
buildings were empty at least 
half of the time, and that 
‘these buildings are expen¬ 



sive to maintain yet unsuita¬ 
ble for modern technology’. 

The three courts in 
Northants will close between 
February and June, meaning 
that hearings will be sent to 
court in Wellingborough or 
Northampton instead. 

In a statement, the minister 
for the courts and legal aid, 
Shailesh Vara, said: “As part 


of this modernisation, the 
court and tribunal estate has 
to be updated. Many of the 
current 460 court buildings 
are underused: last year 48 
per cent of all courts and tri¬ 
bunals were empty for at 
least half their available 
hearing time. These buildings 
are expensive to maintain yet 
unsuitable for modern tech¬ 
nology. 

“Court closures are difficult 
decisions; local communities 
have strong allegiances to 
their local courts and I 
understand their concerns. 
But changes to the estate are 
vital if we are to modernise a 
system which everybody 
accepts is unwieldy, ineffi¬ 
cient, slow, expensive to 
maintain and unduly bureau¬ 
cratic.”

‘Monk’ free to post 
anti-gay leaflets

A self-styled anti-gay ‘monk’ 
from Northants who flooded 
homes with homophobic 
leaflets has had his ban on 
distributing offensive mate¬ 
rial overturned by a judge. 

Damon Jonah Kelly, 54, of 
Corby, was banned from put¬ 
ting anti-gay leaflets through 
peoples’ letterboxes by a court 
after dishing out more than 
40,000 hate pamphlets to 
homes in 11 counties - includ¬ 
ing Northampton. 

The literature said homosex¬ 
uality and gay marriage were 
‘sinful’, ‘immoral’ and ‘the 
work of the Devil’. 

He repeatedly targeted a 
married lesbian couple in 
Leicester who he called ‘the 
witches’ and when they con¬ 
fronted him about his views 
he told them: “We used to 
burn people like you. I’m 
doing God’s work”. 

In October last year Kelly 
was ordered to carry out 170 
hours of unpaid community 
work and slapped with a ban¬ 
ning order at Leicester 
Magistrates’ Court after 
pleading guilty to harass¬ 
ment.

Following sentencing, 
Kelly told the court: “You will 
not stop the word of God”. 

Under the ban he was for¬ 
bidden to distribute unsolic¬ 
ited material about religious, 
sexual or reproductive topics 
to any residential, commer¬ 
cial or academic address in 
England and Wales. 

He was also banned from 


calling at any residential 
premises in England and 
Wales, whether by doorbell, 
telephone, knocking or any 
other means, without the 
prior permission of the occu¬ 
pier for the purpose of distrib¬ 
uting unsolicited material. 

But he appealed against the 
decision and last Thursday at 
Leicester Crown Court Judge 
Nicholas Dean QC ruled the 
magistrates’ order was ‘not 
appropriate’ and said it was 
‘almost a hammer to crack a 
nut’. 

The judge added: 
No-one in this 
country has a 
right to be pro¬ 
tected from 
offensive mate¬ 
rial or from 
material that 
causes anger. 
“This defend¬ 
ant, as any individ¬ 
ual in this jurisdic¬ 
tion, has a right to believe in 
the views in the leaflet and 
the right to express the views, 
so long as it doesn’t stray 
beyond the law. 

The judge amended Kelly’s 
sentence, imposing a six- 
month curfew between the 
hours of 3pm and midnight.

Derry Felton, aged 22, from 
Northampton, was the victim 
of a burglary earlier this 
month in which he lost a lap¬ 
top holding both his universi¬ 
ty coursework and film 
scripts, and a tailor-made 
headset that allows him to use 
computers without hands. 

After hearing the news, 


Cobblers captain Marc 
Richards decided to rally his 
team mates together to raise 
money for him to buy new 
equipment. 

And just last Friday, the play¬ 
ers handed over a cheque to 
Derry for £250. 

A week before, the club also 
arranged for him to have a 
stadium tour.

Emporium builds 
local food empire

A popular, one-of-a-kind garden centre and 
food hall in Northants is stocking up with 
more local produce than ever - having sold 
£2 million in sales of countywide food and 
drink products since it first opened. 

In light of this, Beckworth Emporium in 
Mears Ashby provided the perfect setting for 
the Northants Herald and Post’s second Live 
on Air event last Friday, in which editor Steve 
Scoles discussed the week’s news, while I took 
the audience on a short tour of the emporium, 
and Lawrence John went to find out more 
about a charity called Solve It. 

The garden centre - which encompasses a 
food court and restaurant - was opened in 
2009 by husband and wife team David and 
Heike Brown. 

It got off to a ‘really good’ start, despite the 
ongoing recession. But David, who lives with 
his wife in Naseby, says he felt at the time that 
it was not selling enough local produce. 

So when a networking group called Made in 
Northants, which champions local food and 
drink firms, came along two years later, 
David’s problem was solved. 

Through MIN, local producers were put in 



contact with David, and started selling their 
products in his emporium. And as footfall 
grew, so did the sales of local produce, leading 
to an accumulation of £2 million in sales of 
county products alone in just seven years. 

David, 49, said: “Since we teamed up with 
MIN, the number of local produce being sold 
in our emporium every year has now grown 
and grown. And, without a doubt, last year it 
was definitely the busiest year for supply. 

“For example, we now have things like 
gin, beer, cheeses, curry sauces and choco¬ 
lates - all from Northamptonshire. We didn’t 
have all of these at the start. It is truly fasci¬ 
nating.”

Pupils read a lot into

In the film Shadowlands 
there is a famous quote 
which goes: “We read to 
know that we are not alone”. 

This is true as when we 
read a book we know we are 
in the company of the 
author, who takes us into a 
different environment 
through the power of words. 

At Huxlow Science College 
in Irthlingborough a new 
project has been launched 
where pupils at the school 
and those at 

Irthlingborough Infant and 
Juniors and Finedon Infants 
and Junior schools will not 
be alone when they read. 

The ‘big school’, has decid¬ 
ed to help itself along with 
Tittle brothers’ through the 
work it is doing to improve 
literacy skills. 

The project involves men¬ 
toring for pupils with weak 
literacy skills. Year 10 and 
12 students have been 
trained as reading mentors 
to work with younger stu¬ 
dents at Huxlow and its 
feeder primary schools, 
Irthling-borough Infant and 
Junior School and Finedon 
Infant and Junior Schools. 

Pupils are also being given 
themed bookbags (includ¬ 
ing a non fiction, a fiction 
book and a game) designed 
by students to encourage an

interest in reading. 

A lunchtime reading club 
for Year 7 children has been 
introduced and a competi¬ 
tion is underway to design a 
reading area in each school 
library. 

In November, Huxlow 
Science College was award¬ 
ed £20,000 through 
Northamptonshire County 
Council’s Race To The Top 
school improvement strate¬ 
gy- 

What it had decided was 
to lift the standard of read¬ 
ing and literacy skills in its 
weaker pupils while at the 
same time helping those in 
the infant and junior 
schools in Irthlingborough 


and Finedon. 

Explaining how it is work¬ 
ing, deputy head at Huxlow 
Science College, Kim 
Isaksen said: “We are aim¬ 
ing to raise literacy in our 
own year 7 pupils who have 
been weak, as well as help¬ 
ing out at the infant and 
junior schools. We have a 
group of students from our 
school aged 15- 17 years old 
who have become mentors. 

“What they do is help 
encourage and read to 
those pupils who need help. 
By doing this we aim to 
raise standards while giv¬ 
ing extra skills to the men¬ 
tors.” 

She said this was based on

LORIC which stands for 
Leadership, Organisation, 
Resilience, Initiative and 
Communication.

Once you know fire has started in your 
home, get out, stay out and call ‘999’. 


But how are you going to get out? That is 
the next simple step we are urging you to 
think about now - your escape routes. The 
best one is your normal way in and out of 
your home. Then you need a good back-up 
plan in case the fire is blocking that route. 


Make sure all your routes are always clear 
of blockages you can control, like boxes 
and toys, and everyone knows where door 
and window keys are kept. A household 
planning session and practice run can be 
a life-saver for everyone - especially those 
who might need extra help with some 
routes or are a little slower. Most people 
overestimate their ability to escape a fire 
- often not realising the deadly effect of 
smoke. Surveys suggest that around 70 
per cent of older people fall into this group 
but, sadly, over half of the people who died 
in recent domestic fires in England were 
aged 65 and over. 


Don’t risk tragedy in a fire in your home, 
follow these three simple steps: 

• Install a smoke alarm on every 
level and near sleeping areas 

• Test them at least monthly to 
make sure they are all working 

• Plan and practise your escape 
routes and keep them clear.

SEAT has unveiled its first SUV in 
Barcelona. The new Ateca is a 
unique combination of distinc¬ 
tive design, dynamic driving fun, 
urban versatility and compelling 
utility. 

First-class connectivity, innova¬ 
tive assistance systems and high¬ 
ly efficient engines are among its 
technology highlights ensuring 
Ateca will be one of the most 
innovative SUVs in the segment.

This fifth generation Audi A4 is 
very much a thorough evolu¬ 
tion of its predecessor and now 
claims to be class-leading in 
nearly all the areas that really 
matter to business buyers in the 
compact executive segment.

A 
hi-tech ‘MLB’ platform uses high 
strength steel and aluminium to 
reduce weight by up to 120kg 
compared to the old model, 
despite this MK5 design growing 
in all areas except height. 

The interior is typically Audi 
and a very classy place to be.

Cobblers earn massive three points at Oxford thanks to top scorer’s penalty 

Richards hot on the spot

Marc Richards’ penalty earned 
Northampton Town a priceless 1-0 
win at Oxford United on Tuesday 
night, and the striker revealed he 
had to see off some competition 
before taking his winning spot kick. 

The Cobblers’ latest win was their 
eighth in a row in the league, which 
equalled a 56-year-old club record 
and lifted them a staggering 18 points 
clear of fourth place, with 16 games of 
the season left. 

Richards won the points by drilling 
into the roof of the net from the spot 
after Johnny Mullins had handled his 
knock-down in the area, but his fellow 
forward James Collins had also want¬ 
ed to take the kick. 

The 33-year-old said, tongue firmly 
in cheek: “I was telling him to go away. 
I’m the club penalty taker, he knows 
that now. He’s learning quick. 

“Collo’s a striker, he wants to score 
goals. Ricky [Holmes] is the same, I 
think Ricky would have wanted to 
take it. I think there would have been 
a fight over the ball, but the lads know 
the drill. 

“Obviously I stepped up and it’s just 
one of them ones where it was at the 
home end as well. 

“It is a nerve-wracking thing to do, 
but I think that nine times out of ten if 
you strike the ball sweetly enough 
and hit the target it’s a goal” 

The match was a return to the 
Kassam Stadium for midfielder 
Danny Rose, after he signed for 
Northampton just over two weeks 
ago, but it could have ended prema¬ 
turely. 

In stoppage time at the end of the 
first half, Rose was booked for a late 
challenge on Oxford’s Liam Sercombe, 
but it could have easily drawn a red 


card on another night. Rose admitted 
his heart was in his mouth momen¬ 
tarily, saying: “Oxford’s players made 
the most of it obviously, getting 
around the ref, surrounding him and 
making more of it than what it is. 

“To be fair, me and Sercombe spoke 
after and he did just get to the ball 
before me and the impact was him 
kicking the bottom of my foot rather 
than me showing my studs onto him. 

“Being professionals that they are, 
they’re going to try to get a player sent 
off even if I am obviously their ex¬ 
teammate and if it was the other way 
around I would have done the same.” 


Northampton’s hat-trick of games 
against fellow promotion contenders 
is rounded off on Saturday by the visit 
of fifth-placed Wycombe to a sold-out 
Sixfields. 

Despite the Cobblers’ remarkably 
good position, this is the only match 
that Richards will be focusing on with 
thoughts of promotion put on the 
back-burner. 

He said: “We’re obviously pleased 
with our position, it’s what we’ve 
worked hard for all season - to be top 
of the league - and I think it’s justified 
with our results. 

“To come to Oxford and get a 1-0 


win, to go to Leyton Orient and get a 
4-0 win, these are really tough teams 
to get a result against, and as long as 
we keep coming away with three 
points that’s all that matters. 

“It is a cliche that you’re looking at 
the next game as it comes, but I think 
that’s the only way to do it. 

“You can’t get ahead of yourself and 
the gaffer [Chris Wilder] keeps us 
firmly grounded. You look at the away 
end and they’re taking up half of that 
big stand and it just puts hairs on the 
back of your neck. It’s for the fans that 
we’re top of the table and looking to 
win the league.”
